As an Administrative 
Assistant and later promoted to 
Technical Assistant, he was a credit 
to the organization in which he 
worked. Now, as a Lieutenant in 
the U. S. Army Air Corps, he is a 
credit to the country he serves. 

William Manuel may well be 
proud of his new address—1 Auds- 
ley Drive—named for Lieut. Rich- 
ard Audsley, one of the first to 
answer our country’s need.

“There is little chance of such a 
tragedy striking here,” John Bolles, 
chief of the technical division, told 
the commissioners. 

The Richmond dormitory, built. by 
the Farm Security. Administration, 
had plywood heating ducts, where 
the fire started; no such situation 
exists at Hunter’s Point, Mr. Bolles 
said. The ducts are made of plaster- 
board, which is fire resistant. 

The Hunter’s Point dormitories, 
Mr, La Fevre reported have fire 
fighting equipment, and some have 
fire alarm systems, while others 
are now being installed. 

“We have pumpers, too,” he said, 
“and we have asked the fire depart- 
ment to conduct additional classes

Hach building is inspected five 
times during the eight hour shift 
of the watchmen. Maids are asked 
to report any carelessness on the 
part of tenants, such as leaving 
lighted cigarette butts on the floor. 
Dormitory tenants are also warned 
against cooking in the rooms.

3,000 More mld 
For Navy Workers 


Hunter’s Point continues to grow. 
Authorization to proceed with 1,- 
000 additional family units, 1,000 
more dormitory units and 1,000 fam- 
ily trailer units in the Hunter’s 
Point area, has been approved. 

Sites have already been selected 
fior some of the mew construction ar- 
chitects have been chosen, and the 
work wfll proceed with all haste: 

Faced with the problem of time, 
in order not to curtail the Navy’s 
schedule of recruiting additional la- 
bor, the Housing Authority agreed 
to proceed with installation of 1,000 
trailers, although neither the com- 
mission nor city officials look upon 
this with enthusiasm. 

As this is a new phase of hous- 
ing for the commission, a hearing 
was called last week, to consider the 
trailer problem. Captain N. L. Raw- 
lings, officer in charge of the Hunt- 
er’s Point Naval Drydocks, inform- 
ed the commission that he consid- 
ered trailers a “stop-gap,” and that 
it was a case of accepting trailers 
or getting nothing. 

Thomas Brooks, the city’s chief 
administrator, and Dr. J. C. Gei- 
ger, health ‘director, said they 
viewed trailers with little enthus- 
iasm, but promised. that the city 
would by-pass the municipal. code, 
which forbids trailers, because of 
the urgency for more housing. 

Five hundred trailers, which will 
be moved from the East, will be in- 
stalled on vacant property north. of 
Oakdale avenue at Third street. 
Sites for the others will be select- 
ed soon. 

Of the 1,000 additional soa ary 
units, 600 will be built adjacent to 
Navy Point. Construction of the 
dormitories as well as the 1,000 
new family units will be undertak- 
en within a short time.

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Don't Let It Happen At Hunter’s Point 
(Editorial) 


Hight lives were lost in the Bay area recently in one fire. 
‘The serious damage done to buildings can be replaced, but 
not the eight young men who burned to death in the flames 
which swept away homes, possessions, and life. 


Of all hazards, a fire is the easiest thing to start, and 
the most difficult:to check once it has gained headway. 

A lighted match thrown carelessly to the ground, a 
burning cigarette dropped in a wastepaper basket, rubbish 
and oiled rags left in a cellar or backyard, a too high fire 
on, the kitchen stove—these are the fire hazards we must 
constantly guard against. These are the hazards which in a 
moment can wipe out a whole community. 


Every home has its fire hazards. If each of you will be- 
come conscious of what they are and ask yourself contin- 
ually, “Is what I am doing liable to cause a fire?’’, then you 
will know you are doing your part in protecting your family 
and your neighbor from the disastrous results of a match 
carelessly dropped. . 

Every precaution is being taken to provide the maxi- 
mum fire protection to tenants at Hunter’s Point. Fire Chief 
Ielly and the San Francisco Fire Department are working 
with us and will provide every type of fire prevention equip- 
ment. 

If you don’t know where your fire alarm boxes are lo- 
cated, you should find out now so you can go there quickly 
in. case of emergency. It is better never to have a fire or to 
have to call a fire engine, but if it is necessary, it is most 
important that you know where to find the alarm box quick- 
ly. To refresh your memory, we are again reprinting nee 
instructions which were published in the Beacon over a 
month ago. Read them over carefully, cut them out and tack 
them up on the wall in a handy place. 

We are also printing a list of fire hazards which should 
be avoided. Read them several times, memorize them, then 
think twice before throwing away a lighted cigarette or 
mateh.

Ore reason that so many: smok- 
ers take the chance of smoking in 
bed is the belief that if a smoker} 
does fall asleep and sets fire to 
himself or the bedding, the tickle of 
the flames will awaken him before 
it’s too late. But these foolish ones 
fail to realize the important fact, 


cotton, linen, wool, and silk give off 
a lethel array of combustion gases, 
from which the bed smoker is 
likely not to awaken. 

A large proportion of fire losses 
are due to smoking carelessness of 
one sort or another. One careless 
habit is laying a lighted cigarette 
on the edge of an ash tray so that 
it presently unbalances and falls 
off on the table or floor. Another is 
the habit of dropping a butt in an 
ash tray without snuffing it out 
completely, whereupon the house- 
keeper comes along and dumps the 
ash tray into a wastebasket. A New 
Jersey suburban home recently 
suffered a $15,000 blaze because a 
maid put one of these ‘hot waste- 
baskets” in a closet and went off to 
the movies. 


Spontaneous Combustion 


Cause of Many Fires 

Too many homemakers think that 
spontaneous combustion is a mys-' 
terious phenomenon confined to 
damp hay on the farm. The fact is 
that any animal or vegetable ioil or 
any combustible material may ig- 


nite spontaneously if left untouch- 
ed in the proper atmosphere—that 
is, in the proper amount of air and 
humidity. Spontaneous fires have 
been started by a stack of old news- 
papers in a basement (by the car- 
bon in the ink); by an old silk dress 
in a clothes hamper (the black 
dye); by discarded mattresses (con- 
tonseed-oil spots which soaked 
through to the stuffing) and by a 
roll of burlap taken off a rose bush 
(fertilizer on the fabric). 

Rubbish and trash accumulations 
are prime nests for spontaneous 
fires and should be eliminated in 
closets, basements, storerooms arid 
out-of-doors. 


KEEP FAMILY WELL 

One of the mother’s main jobs 
today is to keep her family well. 
Organization of home-nursing class- 
es and conferences conducted by 
public-health nurses are means to 
this end. But the greatest means 
to accomplish this end is by hav- 
ing each member of the family be- 
long to the Community Medical 
Center in the respective Hunter’s 
Point projects.

Always keep a five- 
cent piece ‘handy. Dial operator 
and say, “I want to report a fire.” 
Tell the name of the project and the 
building number.
